Taxes and Income 


Taxation figures Just released by 
the Department of National Rev¬ 
enue show that 24131,970 people 
paid income taxes in Canada in 
1949. Their average income was 
$2,831 us compared with 32,513 in 
1948. They paid an average tax of 
$224. 

Engineers not architects lopped 
tr<- list witn .in average income 
of $10,428, of which the tax col¬ 
lectors took $3,460, They edged 
or,, lawyers, who had held fhxt 
place the year before. Lawyers av¬ 
eraged $9,533 in 1949 and {laid an 
average tax of $2,019. Doctors 
were in third place with an aver¬ 
age income of $9,009 and an av¬ 
erage u»x of $1,660. 

One of the biggest percentage 
gains was made by farmers, whose 
average income jumped from »2.- 
887 in 19-13 to $3,801 in 1949: Their 
tax in 1949 averaged $340. Nurses 
were in last place with an income 
of $1,604. 

Employees i.v-'iiiged $2,389, and 
toell* combined incomes mud-' no 
78 per cent of vhe national total. 
They paid an average tax of *15:/.

Geographically, the revenue 
men found iha - . taxpayers in L' th- 
httcige, Alberta, had the highest 
average incone Sis, 177. Sau't Hie. 
Marie. Ontario was second with 
S'3.113 and at. John's, Newfound¬ 
land was tied for third place wjtn 
St Thomas, On'uvio with an av¬ 
erage of $3,131, Toronto had 344,- 
000 taxpayers with an average- 
income of 2,949,, Montreal 299,- 
"60 taxpayers with an average of 
$3,078 and Vancouver 121,450 tax¬ 
payers averaging $2,893. 

Although 1919 was considered a 
good year for business, only 69.6 
per cent of the companies listed in 
the report made a profit on their 
operations. The remaining 30.4, per 
cent suffered losses, as compared 
with 27.5 per cent in 1948.

The Lesson Of 1951 . . . 




(Exporimenal Station Letter) 

• As the end or another year 
draws near it is useful to reflect 
on the events of the past season 
in order to make sound plans for 
the future. From an agricultural 
standpoint 1951 has been one of 
the most disappointing years in 
the history of the West. The har¬ 
vest of a record crop is still in¬ 
complete and the quality of the 
crop harvested has been greatly 
reduced owing to weather condi¬ 
tions that have prevailed since 
early August. However, when 1951 
is compared with the drought 
years of the 1930's It must be ad¬ 
mitted that this year could not be 
termed a disaster. 

Events of the past year point to 
the advisability of diversification 
in agriculture. Today the man 
with a diverse farm enterprise is 
in a more fortunate position than 
the one-crop man. The value of 
livestock in cushioning the effect 
of the difficult harvest has never 
been more obvious than now. 
Farms with adequate numbers of 
livestock have had a minimum of 
crop wastage whereas single-crop 
farms in many cases are faced 


with the greatest loss in their his¬ 
tory. 

Experiences of- the pas* season 
are not without value. Human in¬ 
genuity in meeting difficult hay¬ 
ing and harvesting problems has 
been most pronounced this yeur. 
Grim adaptations that will be most 
useful in meeting future situations 

As a result of experiences dur¬ 
ing recent months, 1962 may see 
some substantial changes in farm 
and ranch operations. Matters 
sucli as crop varieties, class of 
livestock, farm management, and 
the general balance of the enter¬ 
prise will receive much critical 
thought when plans are being 
made during the coining winter 
months. The widespread crop 
spoilage that has occurred this 
year merits considerable thought 
to determine how such losses 
could be reduced as years like 
this may come again. 

The Staff of the Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, take this op¬ 
portunity to wish all the readers 
of this Weekly Letter the compli¬ 
ments of this Festive Season and 
a New Year that brings with it a 
full measure of success.
